WASHINGTON, Feb., 24.—The army ap-
proprintion LIl will recelve the atiention
of the senate during the early part of tho
present weel, and when It i disposed of
another approprintion wi'l be taken up. 1
is probable that the crmy bill will be de-
bated at length, especially upon the Phillp-
pine amendment, and the amendment relnt-
Ing to Cubm, If the latter Is jotroduced as
I8 proposed. These amendments, or either
of them, quite corininly will be made the
basis of a number of speeches, an they will
serve to opon up the entira question of the
relations of the United States to the 1al-
ands, which this cotntry came into control
of through the war with Bpain,

It in hoped that the sundry civil Bill will be
reported by the time the army bill s dis-
posed of, so that It may be taken up next,
If It ia not In shape to he considered by
that time, the fiver and harbor bill prob-
ably will recelve attention. The general
deficloncy I8 lkely to be the last of the ap-
proprintion bills acted upon.

Conference Heportn to Be Made,

Conference _reportsn will be made frow |
time to time durlog the week, some of
these will ecvente vonpiderable discussion,
The conferees on the war revenue reduction
bl expect to make thelr veport Jduring
the week. Of the appropriation billa only
two, the pensiton apd the urgent deficiency,
have been sigped by the president. Both
honses Fave passed the logislative, Todiag,
IMutriet of Columbla, naval, agricultursl,
tortificatlons, postoffice and diplomatie
bills, and they are In varying states nof
conference. The army bill and the river
and bprbor Wil and the general deficiency
bills stitl remain entirely unacted upon by
the neninte,

It i8 not yet belleved that much general
legislation will be accomplished during the
wook, but n greanl muany private bills will be
passed, The probabilities ave all ngmiust
getting up to the Niearngus eanal bill.

The senate will continus to meet at 11
o'clock, eanch day and probably will sit every
night of the week.

House Hnan Decks Clearved.

The Inst week of thisn congress in the
house will be mainly occupled with con-
feronce reporin on the appropriation bills
and the other humerous measures now being
fought over by the muanagers of the (wo
houmses,

Tho last of the general approprintion bills
wont to (he sennte on Thursday and the
house has fis decks pretty well eleared
for the Nnal contests with the senate.
Bomoe of these struggles probably will in
eaceedingly feorce, but when it comen dnwn*
to actual work the house, although a large
snd unwieldy body, ordinarily can dispose
of business under [ts rulen with much
greater celerity than the senate,

The lant six days of the sésslon are sus-
penelon days and It is always possible to
brdog the houss o a vote on any proposl-
tion under a motlon to enEpend the rules,
which provide for only twenty minutes' de-
bate upon & slde,

The time has practically gone by for the
parsage of new bills, although an attempt
doubtiegs will be made to secure action
on the bills to promote the eMelency of the
revenue cutter service and o create
standardizing burean. Beyond thess and a
few small bills of local Importance no effort
will be made to put through any bills, The
leaders know that it would be n waste of
time to send any further general leglsla-
tion to the sepate at this stage of the ses-
slon and thelr efforts will be directed to
tlearing up matters In dispute hetween the
two houses, It probably will be necessary
to hold night sessions durlng the latter
part of the week aud both houses will sit
next Sunday,

According
to the statement of the lawyer, the $50,000
in question, was to be used by Balsbury in
furthering the Interests af the coptraodctr.
Friends of the Grand Rapids man state that
he took the money out of the origioal vault,
whore It had beon deposited In escrow by
Burton and himself, and deposited It In
another sault of his own, “merely as a
matter of self-protection,” he says. The
hox in the vault is said 1o have been rented
in the name of Willlam Woeods, and It was
owing to this fact that the indictment wns
returned agalost “one Sallsbury, allas Wil-
llam Woods."

Lawyer W. 8. Forest, who has been re-
tained by Salsbury, stated tonight that his
cllvnt would stand trial under the fndict-
nient and that tomorrow he would be ready
to go Into the eriminal court and give bond
in any required sum for his appearance for
trinl,

Vies Presldent Burr was wseated on his
right, Chief Justice John Marshall on his
left After the delivery of his Inaugural

address the chief justice administered the
onth of oMee. Later Jofferson wau escorted
to his lodginegs, although the “president's
palnce™ was at his disposal. The remainder
of the day was devoted to purpeses of
fentivity and a goneranl (lumination took
place at night, Ex-President Adams was
not present.

In n general way the Inauguration of
the present day do not differ materially
from the ceremonles which attended the
Innuguration of President Washington and
his sucvessors. The only marked differ-
ence may be sought In the fact that tho
United States hns grown to be one of the
most populous civillzed countrles In the
world and the inauguesl ceremonios spread
over a larger stage through the natural
aceretion of numbers, combined with the
remarkable fuellities of travel and com-
munieations which are afforded by modern
inventions,

Fient Inanguration,

It s Interesilng, therefore, to cast a
glance backward to the ceremonles which
attended the innuguration of the Arst prosi-
dent,

It was resolved by congress, convened at
Now York in old Federaul hall, April 20,
1788, “to attend the installation of the
president of the United States at-12 o'clock
tomorrow In the senate room, and after-
ward to attend him to divine service at
St. Paul's church.” Accordingly, General
Washington, seated In s carriage with
Colonel Humphreys, his alde-de-camp, and
Toblas Lear, his private secretary, was
escorted from Governor Clinton's residence
to Congress hall with military and clvie
honors. '“To the end that the oath of of-
fice mny be administered in the most pub-
le manner.” Vieo Presldent Adams, sworn
In April 20, conducted General Washing-
ton to “the outer galiery' ufter being for-
mally recelved by both houses of congress.
Chancellor Robert R, Livingston then ad-
ministered the outh of oMoe, aftor which
President Washington returned to the sen-
ate chamber and delivered his inougural
address, BShortly aftorward the whole as-
sembly attended him to 8t. Paul's chureh,
where prayers were read by Blshop Pro-
VoRl.

' The day was given up to rejolcings, and
at night there was a brilliant display of
fireworks,
